Follow these steps to add style to your signature! 
You'll learn how to make your signature into a super cool autograph - 
which you'll need when you become a star! 
The secret is to exaggerate the way you sign your name now. 
Emphasize the flourishes you already use and 
you'll have a star signature to be proud of!

Let’s use the name Jessica” as an example. 
First, we'll write the name plainly with letters 
that are all about the same size. 


Now, let's replace the dot over the “i” with a little star. 
Let’s also slant the letters so that they lean backwards 
a little bit. These slight changes will make the signature 
look more dynamic. 


Here’s the next step: Make the star bigger, so that it becomes 
the symbol of the signature. Make the initial letter (in this 
case, aj’) larger, so that it seems to lead the eye toward the 
other letters. (Take a look at the example of capital letters 

on the next page. Then play around with your own initial 
letter to make it big and bold!) 


Take a look at your signature. Are there any letters you can Se 
emphasize to make your signature unique? (For example, in 
the name “Jessica,” you may want to focus on the double “s.”] 


from the paper. That will make it look dynamic and firm - the 
autograph of a star! 


Practice writing your name quickly, without lifting your pen mx? 


Now that you've perfected the capital letter of your signature 
and played around with the way the smaller and larger 
letters work together, try adding a cute drawing to finish 
your autograph. Once you've found a little drawing you like, 

it will always appear in your signature, like a little logo! 


Here’s an example of what your signature could look like. 
But don't just copy it! Your signature represents you as 
an individual, so add flourishes inspired by your own 
personality. Try focusing on these three elements: 
- The first letter of your name 
- Asymbol you've added or an emphasis on 

a double letter in your name 
- Underlining your name with a flourish

Take a look at the examples below which show 
how to write initial letters with a flourish. 
Exaggerating the first letter of your name can add style; 
the following letters may be smaller, but they’ll balance out 
your signature. And remember not to lift your pen from the paper 
i (except when you’re writing the first letter) when you’re signing 
\ your autograph. Once you’re finished, you can underline your 
' name or add a little symbol, like a star.
